The Upland Planning Commission went into an 
unexpected 7!2-hour marathon hearing last week 
while many residents got their first education on 
redevelopment. 


Residents frightened by notices sent by certified 
mail last week filled the council chambers to

The commission nevertheless approved a resolu- 
tion stating the Redevelopment Plan for Project 
Area No. 1 — the document outlining the city’s 
projected redevelopment — conforms with the 
General Plan. 


Commission Chairman John Zinda assured the 
residents the action was warranted, saying he 
generally opposes the concept of redevelopment (as 
did much of the audience) but found that the 
Redevelopment Plan did conform to the city’s 
General Plan. 


Also, the commission unanimously approved a 
General Plan amendment despite requests that the 
item be delayed to allow the concerned residents 
time to study. 


The amendment brought together the city’s 
various planning documents on traffic, safety, con- 
servation, land use and noise into a single document. 
The action included direction to the City Council to 
form committees to review problem areas of the 
4 and report their findings no later than July 1, 
1983. ; 


Specific areas of complaint inluded industrial 
zoning at 16th Street and Benson Avenue. Such 
potential zoning problems will have to be corrected 
by more General Plan amendments if the City 
Council adopts the document before committee 
studies and recommendations are adopted. (City 
Attorney Don Maroney said he expects the council 
to approve the document at its June 7 meeting.) — 


Both votes came after 1 a.m. today, after the 
commissioners heard residents’ questions and com- 
plaints with the city’s Redevelopment Plan for 
several hours. 


The directors of the Upland Community Redevel- 
opment Agency originally intended to hold this 
informal public forum June 2, but found the 
gathering of well over 100 concerned, confused 
residents too tempting to let go. Nor did the 
residents — most from the residential areas in the 
southeast portion of the city — intend on leaving 
without their questions answered. 


They wanted explanations of the notice threaten- 
ing possible acquisition of their property by the 
Redevelopment Agency whether through sale or 
condemnation. They also wanted to understand how 
redevelopment works, and how it might impact the 
city.

condemned without their consent.” 


The city has removed its own power of condem- 
nation on residential properties, explained, and 
therefore any empty lot or any home on land zoned 


as residential is protected from possible condemna- . 


tion. Property with commercial or industrial zoning, 
however, is not exempted from acquisition by 
condemnation. 


Residents with homes in industrial communities 
may someday by moved by the Redevelopment 
Agency, Consultant Rod Gunn said, but — unlike 
those in urban renewal projects — they will be 
protected by state law against financial loss. The 
agency must pay such homeowners the appraised 
market value of the home, plus moving expenses 
and the expenses of finding another location. State 
law requires that the agency also pay any escrow or 
brokerage fees, Gunn explained. 


But when they read their copies of the Redevelop- 
ment Plan, residents couldn’t find the reassuring 
words, and complained the jargon was incomprehen- 
sible. ‘‘Give us an understanding instead of scaring 
us to death,” homeowner Jenny Ruiz urged.

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Chaffey high school district’s 
new budget ‘strictly a guess’ |

Uncertainty has become 

the rule for local govern- 
ment budget forecasters 
and in the Chaffey Joint 
Union High School Dis- 
trict this year will be no 
exception. 

Things are so uncertain 
this year that district 
business manager Russ 
Dickinson prefaces re- 
marks about the budget 
by saying his figures are 
‘‘pre-pre-preliminary’’. 

His estimates, he said, 
are based on a number of 
ifs that could easily 
change before the 1982-83 
fiscal year begins. 

“There are a lot of un- 
knowns out there,’’ he 
said. ‘‘We’re just going to 
have to watch the financ- 
ing bills.”’ 

Thanks to the state’s 
own financial problems, 
the unknowns concern the 
very heart of the dis- 
trict’s budget, Dickinson 
said. 


A bill (known as AB 777) 
to stabilize school financ- 
ing has all but been 
scrapped only a year af- 
ter its passage, he said, 
and uncertainty sur- 
rounds the only new pro- 
posal to replace it. 

A proposal that gives 
districts only two-thirds 
funding for increases in 
Average Daily Attend- 
ance (ADA) also threat- 
ens to affect the budget. 
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Ontario-Montclair 
Teachers Association °¢ 
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‘“‘We had hoped next 
year that we would start 
having a little growth, but 
the proposal won’t gener- 
ate the money we had 
a for,’’ Dickinson 


said. 

In addition there is the 
possibility that the state 
might pull back funds 
equal to 10 percent of the 
money a district gener- 
ates locally. 

Dickinson fears that 10 
percent deduction will in- 
crease each year until the 
entire amount of local in- 
come is written off by the 
state. 

As a result, the bottom 
line in Dickinson’s budget 
is “‘strictly a guess.” 


Should his prediction 
prove correct, the district 
would end up with an 
ending balance of $826,000 
this year and about $160,- 
000 in 1982-83. 


Expenditures and appro- 

priations for next year 
would reach the $32 mil- 
lion mark — up from 
approximately $31,189,000 
this year and $31,049,000 
in 1980-81. 


The good news for dis- 
trict officials is that their 
program of teacher attri- 
tion and emphasis on 
keeping students in class 
is working. 


The program of not fill-

Only 11 percent of the middle or top 


managers in colleges, department . 


stores and other large businesses are 
women, according to a study by a 
Claremont McKenna College professor. 

In addition, there are no women 
managers in the 555 stores in Califor- 
nia’s largest drugstore chains or large 
industrial firms, said psychologist Lau- 
rie Larwood who also owns own 
smali manufacturing company in 
Montclair. 

‘This is an abominable record which 
hasn’t improved a great deal in the 
last decade. And the picture won’t 
change unless women keep pushing for 
_ place on the advancement. lad- 
er.” 


Before returning to college to obtain 
her doctorate and becoming a profes- 
sor, Larwood operated a company in 
the Bay Area which manufactured 
navigational instruments. 

“I wondered why employees didn’t 
function like I thought they should. I 
wanted to know how to motivate them. 
So I sold the business to return to 
college and hoped to find the answers. 
I didn’t. 

‘I’m back in business as president of 
a firm which manufactures games 
based upon the principles of psycholo- 
gy.”’ Today’s work force is 41 percent 
women, according to Larwood. Over 
half of the women are working do so 
because of inflation, better educational 
opportunities, birth control and the

high divorce rates. 

Women typically cluster in business- 
es which pay less, the professor noted. 
This includes the banking field. _. 

“In banking, some women have been 
advanced as far as branch managers,” 
she noted. “But part of this is that 
almost every major bank has been 
sued for discrimination and has settled 
out of court. They promote women 
because they’ve been forced to. You 
still don’t see women in top banking 
positions.”’ 

Larwood said all of her studies 
indicate that women are as efficient 
hour-per-hour as men. They are capa- 
ble of solving problems. Given the 
same education, women are as likely 
as men to engage in important eco- 
nomic activities. However, she said, 
women in those activities are paid less 
than men. 

A recent survey by “Working Wom- 
en” magazine reveals that the average 
male high school dropout earns $1,600 
more annually than the average fe- 
male college graduate, she said. 

“This is shocking, especially in view 
of the fact tha 50 percent of those 
getting college degrees are women. 
Forty percent of those obtaining mas- 
ter’s degrees in business administra- 
tion are women.” 

Larwood said some people feel ERA 
is not needed since there are affirma- 
tive action laws. But, she explained, 
these laws are not really enforceable. 

“President Reagan was heard by the 
press to say he would re-examine 
affirmative action programs. But I 
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can’t say what will come of that.”’ 

The new generation of women needs 
to realize that if they are not pushing 
forward they are losing ground. Lar- 
wood stated. 

“They are in a cycle. A decade ago. 
women started pushing forward and 
gained some rights. They moved into 


the system adn became older. Their 


measure ‘of success is taken for grant- 
ed by the younger women coming up 
behind them. 

“What the younger women don’t 
realize is that if they fall to push of 
equality they will be stalemated.” 

Larwood’s experiences in manage- 
ment and her strong feelings about 
working women led her to establish a 
new course at CMC entitled “Women 
in Management.” The class began 
several years ago with only four wom- 
en enrolled. There are now 47 students, 
including six men. 

Larwood sid her students are not 
feminists — which she describes as

‘one who believes that women are 
equal and is unwilling to accept any- 
thing less.”’ 


She added that about 95 percent of 
the students don’t believe in feminism. 
“They believe that laws will protect 
them. They retain the belief in the 
American ideal that if you are quali- 
fied and work hard enough you can get 
to the top. They are wrong. 


“They'll change their belief once 
they hit the organizational limits to 
equality,” she stated. 


“In the decade ahead, we will proba- 
bly see equal employment opportunity 
recede rather than continue to expand. 
But the 1990s will again find some 
progress.’’ she added. 


Her advice to women is to under- 
stand discrimination; know what a 
career in managment is like and the 
sacrifices required; understand the 
trade-offs and demands on family; and 
develop and follow career strategies.

San Bernardino County Public Health Depart- 
ment’s Animal Control Program will sponsor two 
rabies vaccination and licensing clinics in the West 
End in early June.

State law requires that all dogs four months of 
age or older be licensed annually and vaccinated 
against rabies every other year.

Beginning Aug. 1, fees will be increased for each 
late license.

When fire swept through 
50 small apartments in an 
Anaheim neighborhood 
last week, leaving an esti- 
mated ate. home- 
less for a total loss of $50 
million, it made some 
apartment renters pain- 
fully aware of how vul- 
nerable their possessions 
are to total loss. 


Yet, for less than $100 a 

year, renters can have 
insurance coverage to 
protect their property in 
case of loss. 


Ron Evans, an assistant 
chief with the Anaheim 
Fire Department, said in 
a telephone interview 
that most of the victims 
who lost their belongings 


in last week’s fire lacked 


fire insurance. 


“Very few, less than 10 

percent, have indicated 
having insurance cover- 
age of some kind,” said 
Evans. 


Gov. Brown has asked 
for a federal disaster dec- 
laration that would pro- 
vide funds to be 
distributed in the form of 
loans and financing for 
temporary housing for 
homeless victims. 


“Basically, a renter’s in- 
surance policy is’ the 
Same as a homeowner’s 
policy, the exception 
being that a tenant’s cov- 
erage does not insure the 
building, but rather the 
contents,’’ said Bob 
Achatz, personal lines un- 
derwriting manager with 
Fireman’s Fund _ Insur- 
ance Co. 


Achatz said protection 
against fire and theft is 
only a small part of the 
coverage available. The 
policy can also cover loss 
or damage from _ such 
perils as hail, lightning, 
windstorms, smoke, air- 
craft and vehicle hazards, 
and explosions. 


“You can also insure the 
unit against burglary, 
robbery, vandalism and 
malicious mischief,’’ add- 
ed Achatz.

shave access to fresh water at all‘times, and to 
growing grass whenever possible. 


Best diets for cats are lean meats; raw lean beef, 
kidney, heart, lamb, venison, whale, rabbit, chicken. 
If pork is fed it always must be cooked. 


Other valuable cat foods are liver, fish without 
bones; fish cooked in milk and mixed up with 
supplements such as cereals, seaweed powder, bone 
meal, small quantities of mashed potato, brown 
bread crumbs, fish oil, yeast, rich creamy milk, 
evaporated milk, and raw, grated or very finely 
chopped vegetables. 


A new book with many diet recommendations is 
“‘The Live Longer Diet for Dogs and Cats’”’ by Dr. 
Howard S. Padwee, the chief veterinarian at East 
Side Animal Hospital in New York City. Padwee, 
noting that there are 45 million pet dogs in the 
United States, and 24 million cats, declares that 
from 30 to 60 percent of the dogs, and 10 percent of 
the cats, are clinically obese. , 


‘‘They live brief and uncomfortable lives and can 
cost a fortune in veterinary bills,’’ said Padwee. His 
recommendation is a proven diet and follow-up 
program. 


Padwee writes that one overweight woman was 
so thrilled with her dog’s new shape after the diet 
that she went on the diet herself (green beans, 
chicken, cottage cheese) with excellent results. 


Padwee suggests low-calorie snacks and lists 
specialty diets which include Ukranian vegetable 
casserole and Italian spaghetti and meat sauce. 


UKRANIAN VEGETABLE CASSEROLE 
32 ozs. canned green beans 

1 tsp. salt 

1 cup celery cut in 1-inch diagonal slices 
1 quart water 

1 cup thinly sliced onions 

1 cup diced green pepper 

1 cup sliced carrots 

4 tomatoes cut in chunks 

1 tsp. oregano 

1 garlic clove, crushed 

8 ozs. garbanzo beans, drained 

4 ozs. skim milk mozzarella cheese, grated 


Bring water and salt to a boil in a medium 
saucepan. Add celery, cover pan and simmer for six 
minutes. Add onions, green pepper and carrots, and 
simmer about five more minutes until vegetables 
are crisp-tender. Drain and set aside. 


How about a low-calorie 
birthday cake for your pet? 


Preheat oven to 375 degrees. Return to your 
saucepan and add tomatoes, oregano and garlic. 
Simmer covered, stirring frequently until tomatoes 
are soft and form a chunky sauce (about 10 
minutes). Remove from heat, stir in green beans 
and garbanzo beans. Spoon half of vegetable mix- 
ture into a two-quart casserole and sprinkle with 
half the cheese; repeat. 

Bake covered until vegetables are heated and 


cheese is melted, about 20 minutes. Makes four 


servings, 344 calories per serving.

Chamber urges ‘merger’ of Chino, Chino Hills

The board of directors of © 


the Chino Valley Cham- 
ber of Commerce unani- 
mously approved a 
resolution Monday. ‘“‘to 
support and encourage 
the merger of the city of 
Chino and the community 
of Chino Hills.” 

The action came on the 
heels of a recommenda- 
tion developed at the 
chamber’s annual retreat 
at Lake Arrowhead last 
month. Nine of the orga- 
nization’s directors at- 
tended the retreat and 
voiced unanimous ap- 
proval for annexation. 
But chamber directors 
David Beno and Tom 
Kyle said the word ‘‘an- 
nexation” sounded ‘‘too 
one sided” and urged the 
substitution of ‘“‘merger”’ 
since it implied a_part- 
nership. 

Kyle believed the pro- 
posal to ‘‘merge’’ the two 
communities would be 
‘“‘more palatable’ and 
easier to work with. 

The chamber’s action is 
the first time any group 
officially offered support 
to the concept of the two 
communities becoming 
one. 

Directors authorized 


a better balance in the 
joint effort with more in- 
dustry, commercial en- 
terprises, agriculture and 
a more diverse housing 
mix. 

As for Chino Hills, its 
local government and lo- 
cal representation would 
be shifted from the coun- 
ty seat 40 miles away to 
Chino, only minutes 
away. Some city offices 
could be located in the 
Chino Hills for easier ac- 
cess 

And for Chino the merg- 


er would provide a better 
economic scale with an 
increased tax base from 
larger commercial devel- 
opments. 

‘The synergism of a 
merger of the two com- 
munities will create a 
stronger, more viable 
city both economically 
and culturally,’”’ the reso- 
lution declared. 

Some directors contend- 
ed, however, that under- 
taking a. study doesn’t 
mean merger will be the 
only recommendation. 


Pine agreed. He said 

that if the financing pro- 
gram, for example, does 
not meet the chamber’s 
approval, the committee 
could withhold its bless- 
ing. 

The chamber’s action 
comes about a month be- 
fore the San Bernardino 
County Board of Supervi- 
sors begins consideration 
of the Chino Hills specific 
plan under which the 18,- 
000-acre area west of 
state Highway 71 is to be 
developed during the next

Scientist clones 
one of world’s 
biggest trees

Yet, he adds, ‘Conservationists are convinced 
‘that nearly half-a-million acres are capable of 
* sustaining new or additional redwood growth.” 
That goal has occupied the UC Santa Cruz 
« biologist for 30 years — and the results of his studies 
£ and research may revolutionize both reforestation 
° techniques and the timber industry as well. Ball is 
& cloning redwoods by producing genetically identical 
“plantlets” from a single piece of redwood tissue. 
. Cloning is not as startling a concept in the plant 
©world as it is in the animal world,” he says. 
“Propagating African violets or geraniums by 
rooting their leaves in potting soil is one type of 
S cloning. Cloning trees is more difficult, but not all 
~ that uncommon.”’ 

In fact, it was the academic challenge, rather 
than the commercial value, that first interested him 
when he began working on cloning redwood tissue in 
the 1950s. He was the first to culture a gymnospern, 
the class of trees to which the redwood belongs, 
while he was a graduate plant scientist at the 
University of North Carolina. 

‘“‘No one had attacked the big conifers,’ he said. 
Nevertheless, the work held a special facination for 
the eager young graduate student. ‘I was always 
looking for something interesting.”’ 

However, the project has far outgrown its aca- 
demic beginnings. The techniques that he and his

associate, Patricia Ponzini, use offer numerous . 


advantages in the propagation of redwoods. They 
can select and reproduce what they think are 
genetically superior trees, and thus avoid a cross 
with what may be inferior stock. 

They have found that tissue from redwoods 
growing at higher elevations in drier soil produce 
healthier plantlets than those growing at lower 
altitudes. He theorizes that these plants really are 
better, but that they never have a chance to show it 
because of the poor environment in which they must 
grow. 

But the tissue culture technique is particularly 
useful, he says, because one snip of tissue can 


produce up to 30 buds, each forming a plantlet, and 


eventually a tree. 

It is this high-yield potential that is particularly 
important for redwoods in the Santa Cruz area, he 
explains, where cones usually produce only a few 
viable seeds. 

In wetter Southern Oregon, on the other hand, 
redwoods seem to produce cones with nearly all 
viable seeds. 

Ball also has noticed another phenomenon in the 
Santa Cruz area: cones with fully developed but 
dead seeds, either from a Jethal virus or, more 


likely, he says, “a bad genetic makeup which ~ 


rendered them sterile.” 


Redwoods have 66 chromosomes, nearly three 
times as many as most other conifer trees, which 
means, mathematically, that redwoods would be 
capable of producing nine billion variations. 


Cloning, therefore, is a more certain way to 
identical reproduction. Ball’s tissue culture tech- 
nique has three main steps, he says: maintaining a 
piece of tissue in culture; including the cells to “‘de- 
differentiate”; and then, inducing them to “re- 
specialize.”’
